relation  of  technology  to  the  rhythms  of 
collective  life. 

With  remarkable  breadth  of  scholar- 
ship, Fraser  discusses  conceptions  of  time 
throughout  history  and  explains  his  own 
original  theory,  which  posits  the  exis- 
tence of  a  hierarchy  of  temporalities — 
qualitatively  different  forms  of  time  that 
operate  at  the  levels  of  light,  atomic 
particles,  massive  matter  (stars  and 
galaxies),  living  organisms,  the  human 
mind,  and  cultural  systems. 

Throughout,  Fraser  writes  not  simply 
as  a  theorist  of  scientific  knowledge,  but 
also  as  a  man  of  compassion  and  social 
responsibility.  His  vision  of  the  human 
predicament  is  dark,  but  not  without 
humor,  and  he  offers  a  powerful  rebuttal 


to  those  who  would  espouse  a  simplistic, 
reductionist  view  of  time.

What  was  it  like  to  be  a  black  person  in 
colonial  New  England  ?  What  attitudes 
and  assumptions  underlay  the  Afro- 
American  response  to  Yankee  culture? 
How  did  black  slaves  maintain  vestiges  of 
their  own  heritage  in  a  world  so  over- 
whelmingly Anglo  and  alien,  and  how 
did  they  create  their  own  distinctive 
subculture  ?

of  the  larger  American  culture.  In  their 
religious  beliefs  and  practices,  in  their 
work  habits  and  crafts,  in  their  music  and 
dance,  cooking,  dress,  and  sexual  rela- 
tions, their  sense  of  family  and  com- 
munity, and  in  the  grand  celebrations  of 
their  holidays,  black  New  Englanders 
created  their  own  way  of  life  within  the 
constraints  of  the  oppressive  and  puri- 
tanical Yankee  world. 

While  it  is  generally  known  that  many 
aspects  of  African  heritage  survived  the 
slave  experience  in  the  United  States, 
Black  Yankees  is  one  of  the  few  studies  to 
show  how  this  process  actually  occurred.

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White  Violence  and 

Black  Response 

From  Reconstruction 
to  Montgomery 
Herbert  Shapiro 


Writing  in  the  late  1960s,  Richard 
Hofstadter  commented  that  "what  is 
impressive  to  one  who  begins  to  learn 
about  American  violence  is  its  extraordi- 
nary frequency,  its  sheer  commonplace- 
ness  in  our  history,  its  persistence  into 
very  recent  and  contemporary  times,  and 
its  rather  abrupt  contrast  with  our  pre- 
tensions to  singular  national  virtue."  In 
this  powerful  book  Herbert  Shapiro 
documents  one  particularly  pervasive 
form  of  violence  in  American  history: 
white  racist  violence  against  blacks. 

Covering  the  period  from  the  end  of 
the  Civil  War  through  the  1950s,  Shapiro 
demonstrates  that  racism  has  formed  a 
persistent  tradition  in  American  society 
and  that  white  violence  has  served  as  an 
expedient  means  of  maintaining  social 
control.  For  black  Americans,  the  threat 
and  actuality  of  physical  harm  stemming 
from  racist  assault  have  constituted  a 
frightening  and  ever-present  reality. 
Shapiro  provides  an  incisive  historical 
chronicle  of  violent  episodes,  showing 
the  extent  to  which  decision-making 
institutions  in  both  the  North  and  South, 
civilian  and  military,  have  failed  to  act 
against  violence  and  have  tolerated  and 
even  encouraged  it. 

Shapiro  is  especially  concerned  with 
black  responses  to  violence  and  with 
strategies  for  coping  with  the  threat  of 
violence.  He  records  the  actions  of  both 
ordinary  citizens  and  those  in  leadership 
positions,  and  he  explores  the  views  set 
forth  by  organized  groups  such  as  the 
1893  black  convention  in  Cincinnati, 
the  Niagara  movement,  the  naacp,  the 
Garvey  movement,  the  sharecropper  and 
tenant  farmer  organizations  of  the 
1930s,  and  the  National  Negro  Con- 


gress. Brought  into  view  are  conceptions 
of  self-defense  and  armed  struggle, 
various  tactics  of  nonviolent  protest,  and 
arguments  for  alignment  with  other 
forces  of  social  change  in  American 
society  and  with  likely  allies  abroad. 
Throughout,  the  issue  of  violence  is  seen 
in  the  broader  context  of  the  movement 
for  civil  rights  and  racial  equality  and  in 
terms  of  the  general  course  of  Afro- 
American  history  since  the  Civil  War.

E.  M.  Halliday  has  written  a  graceful, 
relaxed,  and  very  personal  memoir  of  his 
association  with  the  poet  John  Berryman 
during  the  decade  1933-43,  when  trie 
two  men  were  in  their  twenties.  Based  on 
vivid  recollections  of  the  author's  inti- 
mate and  extended  friendship  with 
Berryman,  the  memoir  is  supported  by 
diaries  and  letters  of  the  period  and 
includes  excerpts  from  fifty  letters 
Berryman  wrote  the  author,  as  well  as 
half  a  dozen  unpublished  poems.  The 
material  is  unique  and  authentic  and  is 
enhanced  by  a  collection  of  period  photo- 
graphs, nearly  all  of  them  previously 
unpublished. 

The  overall  story  is  one  of  an  intense 
and  somewhat  tumultuous  friendship 
which  gradually  grew  more  difficult  as 
Berryman  evolved  from  a  charming,  bril- 
liant, and  gregarious  youth  into  a  rather 
cantankerous  young  poet  who  eventually 
became  a  Pulitzer-prize-winning  literary 
celebrity.  Richly  imbued  with  the  at- 
mosphere and  color  of  collegiate  life  in 
the  1930s,  and  involving  an  interesting 
cast  of  characters  (including  Mark 
Van  Doren  and  Arthur  Miller),  the  book 
offers  good  entertainment  for  the  general 
reader  as  well  as  valuable  insights  for 
those  interested  in  modern  American 
poets  and  poetry.  The  field  of  action 
ranges  from  Columbia  University  to  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  Cambridge 
University  in  England,  with  many  lively 
off-campus  scenes  as  well. 

"Often  one  w  ishes  that  the  author  of  this 
kind  of  work  had  simply  collected  the 
documents — in  this  case  the  letters  from 
Berryman — and  printed  them,  with  brief 


commentary.  I  never  found  myself  wish- 
ing anything  of  the  kind  while  reading 
Halliday.

American  Worlds 
Since  Emerson 

David  Marr 

Examining  the  relation  between  litera- 
ture and  American  political  life,  David 
Marr  proposes  that  the  Emersonian 
tradition  is  so  vital  to  American  culture 
that  it  can  serve  as  a  means  of  mapping 
the  literary  and  intellectual  history  of  the 
United  States  over  the  last  1 50  years.  He 
shows  how  American  literary  genius  and 
political  thought  have  been  concerned 
with  the  same  family  of  problems  all 
prompted  by  the  Emersonian  tradition  of 
"idealized  privatism,"  which  so  rejected 
the  possibilities  of  political  life  that  it  has 
prevented  the  emergence  of  a  public 
discourse  and  a  political  language. 

Marr  shows  that  the  decline  of  the 
political,  the  elusiveness  of  democracy, 
and  the  monumental  influence  of 
"idealized  privatism"  on  its  historiogra- 
phers and  critics  are  major  themes  of 
American  literary  thought  and  constitute 
a  tradition  that  spans  literature,  criticism, 
history,  philosophy,  and  political  theory. 
He  illustrates  this  through  readings  of 
Emerson's  ideas  of  nature,  culture,  and 
politics;  Walt  Whitman's  fantasy  of  the 
autocrat  of  letters;  William  James's 
critique  of  "vicious  intellectualism";  the 
contrasting  formulations  of  radical 
inferiority  in  the  poetry  of  Robinson 
Jeffers  and  the  criticism  of  R.  P. 
Blackmur;  and  two  contemporary  pic- 
tures of  public  discourse  as  revealed  in 
Joseph  Heller's  Catch-22  and  the  essays 
of  Ralph  Ellison. 

Discussing  not  only  the  works  of 
classic  American  thinkers,  but  also  the 
recent  writings  of  such  neo-pragmatists 
as  Stanley  Cavell,  Richard  Rorty,  and 
Nelson  Goodman,  Marr  calls  for  a  re- 
assessment of  the  American  intellectual 
past  and  of  contemporary  formulations 
of  the  proper  relation  between  literature 
and  political  life.

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Technologies  of  the  Self 

A  Seminar  with 
Michel  Foucault

Michel  Foucault,  who  died  in  1984,  is 
now  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  great 
original  minds  of  the  twentieth  century. 
In  the  fall  of  1 9 8  2,  he  conducted  a  faculty 
seminar  at  the  University  of  Vermont. 
Technologies  of  the  Self  is  the  record  of 
that  seminar.  In  these  pages,  Foucault 
begins  an  investigation  of  the  differing 
ways  in  which  self  is  formulated  and 
becomes  an  object  of  knowledge,  from 
Plato's  Alcibiades,  through  Stoic  texts,  to 
the  writings  of  the  Christian  monk  John 
Cassian. 

In  previous  works,  Foucault  explored 
almost  exclusively  technologies  of  power 
and  domination  as  they  were  manifest  in 
psychological,  medical,  epistemological, 
penitential,  and  sexual  practices.  With 
this  investigation  into  the  self,  he 
launches  a  new  line  of  inquiry  into  the 
way  individuals,  by  their  own  means,  act 
on  their  own  bodies,  souls,  thoughts, 
conduct,  and  way  of  being.  In  establish- 
ing a  relationship  between  Foucault's 
notion  of  self  and  his  earlier  concerns 
with  truth  and  power,  these  presenta- 
tions offer  an  important  perspective  on 
his  earlier  work. 

This  volume  is  particularly  significant 
because  it  provides  a  nearly  firsthand 
view  of  Foucault  at  work.  While  his 
presentations  are  provisional,  they  are 
marked  by  his  characteristic  lucidity  and 
are  by  turns  logical,  playful,  and  pro- 
found. Here  he  is  in  his  favorite  setting: 
in  dialogue  with  other  scholars.  The 
volume  includes  selected  essays  by 
seminar  participants  from  the  fields  of 
history  of  religions,  literature,  and  ideas. 
These  contributions  suggest  the  forma- 
tive influence  Foucault's  work  continues 


to  have  on  those  scholars  who  recognize 
with  Foucault  "the  usefulness  of  inter- 
disciplinary research  and  the  necessity  of 
excavating  our  own  culture  in  order  to 
open  a  free  space  for  innovation  and 
creativity."

American  cuisine  and  dining  habits 
underwent  rapid  change  during  the  Vic- 
torian period.  Industrialization 
influenced  food  preparation,  cooking 
styles,  the  development  of  a  vast  array  of 
kitchen  utensils  and  dining  implements, 
the  variety  of  foods  available,  the  archi- 
tecture of  the  kitchen  and  dining  room, 
and  even  changes  in  the  concept  of 
"women's  work."  In  this  well-illustrated 
volume,  seven  scholars  from  various 
disciplines  use  both  written  and  artifac- 
tual  resources  to  examine  the  etiquette, 
rituals,  accoutrements,  furnishings,  and 
architectural  spaces  related  to  middle- 
class  dining  in  America  between  1850 
and  1900. 

Following  Susan  R.  Williams's  excel- 
lent scholarly  introduction,  W.  J.  Rora- 
baugh  shows  how  the  Victorian  middle 
class  tried  to  reinforce  its  own  dominant 
moral  position  in  American  culture  by 
urging  temperance  at  a  time  when  immi- 
grant drinking  patterns  and  the  rise  of  the 
saloon  presented  an  obvious  contrast. 
David  W.  Miller  demonstrates  how  tech- 
nological development  in  the  production 
of  utensils  and  the  preparation  of  food 


transformed  the  kitchen,  although  not 
always  in  the  directions  envisioned  by 
some  domestic  scientists.  Eleanor  T. 
Fordyce  traces  the  history  of  nineteenth- 
century  American  cooking  by  examining 
contemporary  cookbooks  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  cooking-school  movement. 
John  F.  Kasson  discusses  dining  etiquette, 
which  became  a  defining  characteristic  of 
middle-class  culture  and  hence  essential 
training  for  every  upwardly  mobile 
American.  Clifford  E.  Clark,  Jr.,  explores 
the  tremendous  changes  in  ideas  about 
the  home  and  the  symbolic  position  of  the 
dining  room  within  it.  Dorothy  Rain- 
water discusses  the  forms  and  functions 
of  Victorian  dining-room  silver  and  its 
role  in  expressing  power  and  wealth.

Thirty-five  years  ago  New  York  City's 
SoHo  was  a  decaying  industrial  slum 
slated  for  demolition.  Today  it  is  an  inter- 
nationally recognized  center  for  modern 
art,  a  major  tourist  attraction,  the  loca- 
tion of  some  of  the  most  glamorous 
residential  lofts  in  the  United  States,  and 
the  core  of  a  vigorous  new  neighborhood. 
A  handful  of  pioneer  artists  initiated  this 
transformation  without  government  help 
or  subsidy — indeed,  often  in  the  face  of 
opposition  from  various  New  York  City 
bureaucracies.  How  these  changes  oc- 
curred and  how  they  compare  to  similar 
patterns  of  development  in  other  post- 
industrial  cities  are  the  chief  subjects  of 
this  timely  book. 

James  Hudson  employs  a  refined  ver- 
sion of  ecological  theory  to  trace  and 
analyze  the  history  of  SoHo's  trans- 
formation. Marshaling  a  wide  range  of 
data  to  document  the  several  phases  in 
the  development  of  Lower  Manhattan, 
he  shows  how  artists  who  converted  old 
factories  to  residential/work  spaces 
transformed  the  area  into  a  vital,  produc- 
tive community  despite  numerous 


economic,  political,  and  cultural  im- 
pediments. He  focuses  on  how  the  city 
government  responded  to  the  changes 
initiated  by  the  artists  and  in  turn  in- 
corporated those  changes  into  its  own 
attempts  to  meet  and  adjust  to  the  new 
urban  milieu.  The  book  thus  illustrates 
an  emerging  pattern  in  America's  post- 
industrial  cities  that  melds  a  residential 
lifestyle,  a  special  kind  of  production, 
and  a  form  of  urban  entertainment  into 
a  new  urban  community — a  community 
that  positively  incorporates  its  industrial 
and  commercial  heritage  while  recogniz- 
ing that  its  era  of  industrial  activity  has 
passed.  As  such,  the  book  offers  a  val- 
uable perspective  on  the  postindustrial 
development  of  older  cities  throughout 
the  United  States.

Women  and  the 
Ideal  Society 
Plato's  Republic  and 
Modern  Myths  of  Gender 
Natalie  Harris  Bluestone 


In  Book  V  of  Plato's  Republic,  Socrates 
proposed  that  in  an  ideal  society  the  most 
capable  men  and  women  must  rule 
together  equally.  But  as  Natalie  Harris 
Bluestone  demonstrates  in  this  cogent 
study,  for  generations  the  most  influen- 
tial classicists,  historians  of  philosophy, 
and  political  theorists  have  ignored  or 
rejected  the  idea  of  Philosopher 
Queens — of  women  serving  as  equal 
partners  in  the  guiding  of  a  just  society. 
She  also  argues  that  in  recent  years  many 
feminist  writers,  while  correcting 
previous  misconceptions,  have  allowed 
their  sexual  politics  to  distort  their  dis- 
cussion of  Plato's  text.  Some  condemn 
Plato  for  not  going  far  enough,  others 
exhibit  a  tendency  to  undervalue 
reason — the  impassioned  search  for 
truth — which  Plato  so  eloquently 
advocated. 

In  confronting  both  male  and  female 
biases,  Bluestone  addresses  some  of  the 
most  debated  issues  of  our  time.  Do 
women  have  special  qualities  different 
from  those  of  men  that  make  them 
naturally  better  or  worse  equipped  for 
leadership  ?  If  equal  public  roles  are  a 
social  goal,  should  the  education  of  males 
and  females  be  the  same  ?  And  inevitably, 
how  can  love,  marriage,  and  family  be 
sustained  if  women  relinquish  their  con- 
ventional family  roles  ? 

Bluestone  argues  convincingly  against 
sociobiological  views  of  gender  differ- 
ences, and  in  defending  the  predomi- 
nance of  reason  as  the  arbiter  of  excel- 
lence and  the  key  to  justice,  she  offers  a 
spirited  critique  of  current  feminist 
theory.  In  a  voice  that  is  personal,  some- 
times humorous,  and  yet  rigorously 
analytic,  she  reveals  the  difficulties 


inherent  in  philosophical  discussions  in- 
volving gender,  the  prevalence  in  the 
academy  of  discrimination  against 
women,  and  the  continuing  importance 
of  the  issues  Plato  raised  in  the  Republic.

In  this  path-breaking  study,  Sara  Heller 
Mendelson  explores  the  mental  and  cul- 
tural universe  that  defined  women's 
social  role  in  seventeenth-century 
England  by  examining  the  lives  and  writ- 
ings of  three  Stuart  women:  Margaret 
Cavendish,  Duchess  of  Newcastle,  Mary 
Rich,  Countess  of  Warwick,  and  Aphra 
Behn.  All  three  are  noteworthy  for  the 
quantity  and  variety  of  their  writings, 
which  show  women's  distinctive  view  of 
the  world  and  how  it  differed  from  that  of 
their  male  contemporaries.  Mendelson 
discusses  such  themes  as  female  life 
stages,  patriarchalism  in  theory  and  in 
practice,  control  of  female  sexuality,  and 
limitations  inherent  in  women's  conven- 
tional role  and  reactions  provoked  by 
those  who  challenged  it. 

Cavendish  wrote  on  many  subjects, 
and  her  writings  offer  a  vivid  view  of 
Stuart  female  mentalite.  Behn's  Restora- 
tion dramas  are  of  particular  interest 
because  they  defied  the  traditional  femi- 
nine ideals  of  modesty,  dependence,  and 
chaste  married  love.  Rich's  voluminous 
diary  is  a  fascinating  personal  account  of 
a  widespread  female  type,  the  "ordinary" 
woman  who  adopted  a  life  of  piety. 

Mendelson's  constant  engagement 
with  the  reality  of  women's  lives  during 
this  period  as  it  was  perceived  by  women 
who  actually  experienced  it  makes  this 
a  unique  contribution  to  women's 
history. 

An  "extraordinary  book.  .  .  .  While  each 
of  the  three  studies  provided  here  is  a 
fascinating  piece,  the  greatest  strength  of 
the  book  lies  in  its  'play'  between  the 
three  lives.  For  in  contrasting  the 
romantically  scientific  Margaret 
Cavendish,  the  hyper-pious  Mary  Rich, 


and  the  active  and  successful  professional 
writer  Aphra  Behn,  one  sees  not  only  the 
wide  differences  between  individual 
women's  lives  in  this  period  but  also  the 
threads  (social  constraints,  including  in- 
hibiting ideas  about  'proper  feminine 
behaviour,'  and  the  kind  of  education 
typically  afforded  young  women,  for 
example)  that  hold  them  together.  The 
point  is  that  all  three  participated  in  their 
culture  even  while  all  three  were,  in  their 
own  ways,  remarkable  people  within  it. 
One  of  the  happy  accomplishments  of  the 
book,  then,  is  to  provide  a  context  within 
which  we  can  'read'  other  seventeenth- 
century  women's  lives."

James  L.  Calderwood  offers  a  lively 
exploration  of  the  ways  in  which  Shake- 
speare dramatizes  the  strategies  humans 
employ  to  deal  with  and  transcend  the 
inevitability  of  death.

Robert  John  Ackermann 

Among  Wittgenstein  scholars,  the  pre- 
vailing view  has  been  that  the  differences 
between  Wittgenstein's  Tractatus  and 
his  later  Philosophical  Investigations 
represent  a  fundamental  change  in  his 
philosophical  outlook.  Robert  John 
Ackermann  challenges  this  perception 
and  calls  for  a  major  reassessment  of  this 
significant  thinker. 

Ackermann  argues  that  Wittgenstein's 
writings  are  best  analyzed  as  a  broad  sur- 
vey of  language  confusions  and  possible 
clear  usage.  In  the  Tractatus,  Wittgen- 
stein explored  language  meaning  and 
language  games — which  he  later  realized 
comprised  only  one  "neighborhood"  of 
his  linguistic  inquiries.  He  therefore 
turned  to  new  kinds  of  picture  theories,  in 
order  to  arrive  at  a  comprehensive  view 
of  clear  linguistic  assertion.  The  result  of 
this  endeavor  was  his  Investigations,  in 
which  he  likened  language  to  a  city, 
originally  created  haphazardly,  then  sur- 
rounded by  interrelated  neighborhoods, 
all  with  horizons  of  clear  meaning  and 
each  ruled  by  local  standards  of  speech 
and  behavior.  The  conceptual  map  that 
Wittgenstein  devised  shows  the  Tractatus 
and  the  Investigations  to  be  two  of  these 
neighborhoods  and  reveals  the  other 
quarters  of  the  City  to  which  they  are 
linked. 

Acknowledging  Wittgenstein's  genius 
in  recognizing  that  an  appropriate  neigh- 
borhood horizon  provides  the  key  to  the 
meaning  of  clear  assertion,  Ackermann 
shows  that  the  resulting  view  of  meaning 
has  profound  implications  for  theories 
of  language  learning  and  language 
comprehension. 


But  he  also  argues  that  Wittgenstein 
ultimately  failed  in  the  application  of  his 
method.  The  structure  of  language — 
even  when  it  is  interwoven  with  con- 
temporary practice — does  not  exhaust 
what  we  learn  from  history  and  from 
wider  social  and  political  interaction. 
Wittgenstein's  City,  an  imposing  struc- 
ture compared  to  the  modest  plottings  of 
other  philosophers  of  language,  finally 
encloses  its  own  Camelot.

Addressing  the  important  and  timely 
question  of  what  it  is  to  know  something 
as  an  artwork,  this  volume  explores  the 
relationship  between  works  of  art  and  the 
concepts,  evaluations,  descriptions,  and 
explanations  that  we  use  to  account  for 
them.  Lucian  Krukowski  proposes  that 
the  origin,  meaning,  value,  and  even  end- 
ing of  an  artwork  can  be  best  understood 
by  examining  the  interplay  between  its 
"concrete  and  theoretic  aspects":  i.e.,  the 
thesis  that  what  an  artwork  says  or  shows 
includes  what  is  said  or  shown  about  it. 
In  Krukowski's  view,  this  relationship  is 
highly  volatile,  with  artworks  achieving 
and  relinquishing  both  status  and  value 
as  their  stylistic  alliances  with  other 
works  prosper  or  wane  over  time. 

Krukowski,  a  professional  philosopher 
and  a  working  painter,  brings  special  in- 
sight to  a  number  of  key  issues  in  this 
debate,  focusing  primarily  on  modern 
and  avant-garde  art.  He  discusses  both 
the  European  and  the  American  versions 
of  abstract  and  nonobjective  art  through 
the  Hegelian  concept  of  historical  prog- 
ress and  the  Kantian  concept  of  formal 
autonomy,  and  he  examines  Theodor 
Adorno's  attempt  to  reconcile  "radical 
form"  and  "social  criticism"  in  the  con- 
text of  twelve-tone  music.  He  then 
explores  a  distinction  between  "art"  and 
"non-art"  by  questioning  whether  there 
are  things  we  "ought  not"  appreciate. 

The  later  chapters,  responding  to  the 
writings  of  Joseph  Margolis,  Arthur 
Danto,  and  George  Dickie,  provide  a 
comprehensive  theory  on  the  ontology  of 
art.
